BODIES OF INJURED 
BURNED BY ACIDS 


fhe Wreckage Takes Fire, Adding to 
Horror of the Disaster—Rescue 
Work Could Only Be Con- 
inued Only After Flames 
Were Extinguished. 


Wilmington, Del., August 20—Nine work- 
men are known to have been killed, six 
are missing and three others badly in- 
jured by the explosion of two steel digest- 
ers in the Delaware pulp mills of the Jes- 
Sup & Moor Paper Company on the 
Christiana river today.

Two Terrific Reports. 

The digesters were located in a two- 
story building. There were ten of them 
in the building, each one resembling a 
vat and about 6 feet in diameter. That 
‘were used for reducing wood pulp. Eight- 
een men were at work in the building. 
There were two terrific reports and the 


‘next Instany the building and other mills 


about the 
wrecked. 

One digester was blown into the air and. 
fell to the ground two hundred and fifty 
feet away. A dense volume of smoke for 
a time prevented the outside workmen 
from going to the immediate rescue of 
those who were caught in the ruins of the 
falling bpilding. Several men made their 
escape without any injury. An alarm of 
fire was sounded and the entire fire de- 
partment of the city and a large force 
of police were soon on the ground, ané 
the work of rescue was immediately be- 
gun. Several of the workmen were taken 
out unconscious only to die after being 
removed to hospitals. The wreckage was 
piled up for more than 39 feet and the 
escaping steam made the work of rescue 
rather difficuit. 

Those who were not killed outright were 
mangled and burned by escaping acid 
that flowed over their bodies from the 
broken digesters. Up to this writing eight 
persons are dead and according to the 
officials of the company at least sfx 
others are in the ruins. To add to the 
horror of the disaster the wreckage took 
fire. but after some difficulty the fire 
department managed to subdue the flames 
and the work of rescue was continued. 

Steam was used in the digesters. The 
officers of the company think that too 
much steam was generated in them and 
that this was the cause of the explosion. 
The loss is estimated at $35,000.

SCHWAB IS FEELING WELL 


Holds Several Conferences Upon Ar- 
rival {y New York. 

New York, “August” 20.—Charles M. 
Sthwab. president of the United States 
Steel Corporation, who arrived here last 
night, took breakfast today at the Lo- 
raine, where he has apartments. He said 
he was feeling very’ well and that he 
expected to visit his office during the 
day. It is understood that Mr. Schwab 
will sail for Europe on Saturday, ~~ 

Mr. Schwab went to the office of the 
United States Steel Corporation, where 
he remained for a time, and then went 
to the banking house of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., where he had a conference with Mr. 
Morgan. The conference lasted about an 
hour. Nothing concerning it was made 
publics E. H. Gary, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Steel Corpora- 
tion, made the following statement to- 
day: 

“President Schwab spent considerable 
time in my office this morning and also 
in his own office and at the bank of J: 
P. Morgan & Co. He is looking well and 
hearty. There seems to be no doubt that 
he will be soon completely restored to 
health. We are all] insisting tnat he take 
a much needed rest. During the last fif- 
teen months he has had charge of more 
responsibility than one person should as- 
sume. However, he has so systematized 
the business of the company that it will 
not suffer during his absence. He will 
probably sail witnin a day or two, and 
will take with him the best wishes of all 
his associates.” » 


SQUADRON AT DISADVANTAGE. 


Naval Officers Say Pillsbury’s Ships 
Stand Little Chance. 

Washington, August 20.—Naval officers 
here generally agree that the chances 
against the @mnite squadron in the game 
which ts on are very great, and that 
practically its oniy chance of success 
would lie in the excess of heavy fog, un- 
der cover ef which Commander Pillsbury 
might slip through the cordon. of scouts 
and reech an anckcrage In an undefend- 
ed port. 

The distance between Cape Cod, the 
southern extremity of the coast defended 
by Admiral Higgirson’s fleet and Port- 
land, Me., is only 100 miles. In addition 
to the torpedo craft and his wbghter 
ships, which he could use as scouts and 
string along between these points almost 
within signal distance with each other, 
while the heavier ships were held togeth- 
er ready to. move at central port, Ad- 
miral Higginson has stationed ensigns all 
along the shore to report the enemy the 
instant it is sighted. These naval! officers 
will be reinforced by all marine observers 
along the coast. 

To win, the white squadren must be in 
port for six hours without being con- 
fronted with a superior force. Within 
that, time, after the white squadron was 
sighted, Admiral Higginson, if he held 
his ships midway between the two ex- 
tremities of the line to be defended, at 
Rockport, for instance, could reach *his 
enemy by steaming ten or eleven knots 
an hour. From Cape Ann, which is just 
outside of Rockport, to Cape Cod is only 
42 1-2 miles, and from Cape Ann to Eliz- 
abeth light, outside of Portland, is only 
58 miles.

ATLANTA CRIPPED 


BY COAL FAMINE 


Anthracite Coal Shortage Felt 
by Atlanta Consumers, 


Coal Dealers Have Unfilled Orders on 
Hand and See No Relief in 
Sight—Soft Coal May Also 
Go Up Owing to Strike 
Troubles. 


Atlanta is in the midst of a hard coal 
famine. 

A tour of several of the largest coal 
Gealers in the city develops the fact. And 
of all the dealers interviewed not one 
could give any immediate hopes of a re- 
lief for the congesteg condition of the 
anthracite market. 

The entire situation was pretty thor- 
oughly covered by one of the coal mer- 
chants as follows: 

“So far as I know, and I guess I come 
pretty near knowing, it is not possible to 
buy a single pound of anthracite coal in 
this city. I don’t know when there has 
been such a state of affairs in Atlanta 
before and it ig beginning to assume very 
serious proportions. 
Very great number of the homes in At- 
lanta are fitted with furnaces for burn- 
ing hard coal.. Very many, too, use hard 
coal for grate fires. While it is possible 
to burn soft ‘coal in some of the furnaces, 
the experiment has never been attended 
with any great success from a standpoint 
of heat and it makes any amount of dirt 
around the house. 

Condition in the North. 

“What can be done? Well, so far as I 
know about the only thing to do is to 
wait and hope. The cities in the noria 
and east are far worse off than we are. 
The local coal] dealers are not to blame, 
for they are more anxious to get hard 
coal than any one else if such a thing is 
possible, as many of them have orders 
to fill and how they are going to fill them 
is a serious question, 

“It simply is a practical impossibility to 
get hard coal at any price and of course 
the big strike iw the anthracite regions 
of Pennsylvania is directly responsible. 
This is the regular time for people to 
stock up their cellars with the winter 
supply and for the past few days there 
has been one insistent and constant de- 
mand for the precious material. Very 
many people believe that there is very 
little hard coal used in this city. That is 
where they make a mistake. I should 
say that a hundred thousand tons was 
used annually and I should consider that 
estimate a fairly conservative one.. As to 
the hard coal in Atlanta today I doubt 


if there are 500 tons, or perhaps even 


half that amount. 
Will Use Coke. 

“One remedy will be the use of coka. 
But, of course, coke will keep on going 
up with the rise in the price of coal, and 
especially if there is a sudden and un- 
precedented demand. I should say that 
about two tons of coke are necessary to 
do the work in the way of heating of one 
ton of coal, and with coke in the neigh- 
bporhood of $ a ton this will add great 
expense to the inconvenience in the mat- 
ter of heating houses this winter unless 
something unforeseen happens to again 
put hard coal in the market. 

“As to the price for anthracite coal at 
present I dons think it is possible to 
buy it at any figure. From $ to $8.50 and 
$9 were the last regular prices charged. 

“Soft coal is away up and I see no im- 
mediate prospects of it getting lower. If 
there is an exorbitant price charged for 
the bituminous material when the winter 
sets in that is going to mean real suffer- 
ing and hardship for the poor people, 
and unless I am greatly mistaken there 
wil] be a great many coal funds started 
for their relief by charitable organiza- 
tions before the cold weather is over.’’ 

One of the most discouraging features 
of the situation here is that even should 
President Mitchell give the signal for the 
men to go back to work, it would be 
months before Atlanta would be able to 
get any of the hard combustible. Cold 
weather begins very soon in the north and 
the people there are absolutely dependent 
on hard coal and must have it at any 
price. It wil] be a long time before the 
enormous demand from that vicinity can 
be supplied, and until that time the 
capital city of the Empire State of the 
South will have to wait as patiently as 
may be and do the best she can under 
the circumstances.

On motion of Mr. Lamb 
Judge LaCombe signed an order directing 
Marshal Henkel to produce Peter Power 
for examination when called for by the 
special examiner, who is taking testimony 
in the case.

NO CHANGE IN 
PRIMARY DATE 


Movement To Cause Com- 
mittee To Reconsider 
Former Action, 


MAJORITY OF COMMITTEE 
STILL FAVOR NOVEMBER 4 


Committeeman C. W. Allen Secures 
Document Signed by Majority of 
Committee Declaring They 
Will Stand by the Date 
Already Fixed. 


The municipal primary will take place 
on November 4—the day of the congres- 
sional election—as originally fixed by the 
city executive committee. It wus an- 
nounced several days ago that there was 
a@ movement on foot to change the date 
of the primary to October 1—the day of 
the state election. 

Large and promifscuously' displayed 
headlines in some newspapers declared 
that the movement has assumed some- 
thing like a revolution in the committee 
itself and that there was no doubt that 
the change would be made. Every effort 
was made to e2tir up public sentiment 
accordingly, but the movement now col- 
lanses with a dull thud. 

It came to an end vesterday, not by the 
voluntary atandonment of its sponsors 
but by the simple fact that C. N. Allen, 
one of the members of the committe 
had sccured a written document signed 
by seventeen of the members of the com- 
mittee ieclaring thet they would stand 
by the date already fixed. As the mo- 
tion of the committee to fix November 4 
as the date of the primary reveived s!x- 
teen votes, against eleven to the con- 
trarv, it will be seen that Mr. Allen’s 
petition even increases the majority in 
favor of the date already fixed. 

“‘And,”’ said Mr. Allen, yesterday, in a 
talk with him, “there are three members 
of the committee w..%se names ar® not 
signed to this paper because I have not 
had an onportunity to sree them, and 
vet I Know that they are opposed to 
any change.” 

So the date will stand as Novem- 
ber 4, at which time Atlanta will settle 
the affairs invotved in its municipal pri- 
mary. 

As November 4 is the day of the regular 
federal election, no extra closing will 
be required. The federal law provides 
that the congressional elections shall b* 
held on the Tuesday after the first Mon- 
flay in November. That is November 4 
this year, and this time was selected for 
the municipal primary in order that there 
might not be an extra election day, thus 
unnécessarily calling the voters to the 
polls. 

Now that the date ts definitcly fixed 
ané that the effort to change it has been 
abandoned, it may be said that the mu- 
niclpal campaign has fairly begun.

nounces His Antagonist. 


DECLARES THAT WINN 


pO OT SLAP HIM 


In Signed Statement, in Which He 
Uses Unmistakable Language, 
Mr. Cary Reiterates His 
Lawrenceville Sermon of 
Last Sunday. 


Rev. Clement C. Cary, the well-known 
Methodist minister who figured in a sen- 
sational episode at Lawrenceville, where 
it is stated that Latham R. Winn slapped 
his face, has written The Constitution a 
signed statement in which he reviews 
the incidents leading up to the assault, 
and tells of the assault itself, giving in 
detail his version of the affair. 

In his statement Mr. Cary denies em- 
phatically that he insulted any lady or 
ladies who attended the Winn house 
party, but reaffirms the language he 
used in his sermon. He refers to the 
“questionable house party” given by Mrs. 
Winn and states that many objectionable 
things occurred there. Hé"says that these 
same things which he had reference fo, 
and which he says can be put in print 
if necessary, were admitted by two men 
who had attended the party. 

Mr. Cary uses red-hot language in 
speaking of Latham R. Winn, who struck 
him. He repeatedly calls him a cowardly 
ruffian, a brute and other epithets. He 
denies that his face was slapped, and 
says that Winn only struck him a light 
blow behind the ear, at a time when Te 
could not defend himself. He says that 
he denounced Winn as a “cowardly ruf- 
filan’’ at the time, and that Winn “took 
the medicine as if he were used to it.”’ 

Story of the Assault, 

Full details of the attack on Mr. Cary 
were printed exclusively in The Con- 
stitution Tuesday morning. In a sermon 
which he preached at Lawrenceville a 
few days ago he denounced a house 
party which had been given by Mrs. 
Rebecca Winn on the camp meeting 
grounds, alleging that improper or im- 
prudent things had happened and that 
the sanctity of the grounds had been 
desecrated. Latham R. Winn, a son of 
Mrs. Rebecca Winn, met him at the train 
just as le was leaving and slap*ed, or at- 
tempted to slap, his face. 

The Winns are among the most emi- 
nently respectable people in the _ state 
and the affair naturally created a sensa- 
tion. 

Mr. Cary’s statement followg: 

‘‘A house party, with many very ob- 
jectionable features, was held at Law- 
renceville camp ground immediately pre- 
ceding the regular annual camp meet- 
ing, without any consent from the church

“Leaving the camp ground early Mon- 
day morning for home to take the train 
at Williams’ crossing, Lawrenceville rail- 
road, as the train stopped, just as I was 
about to get aboard, a cowardly ruffian 
with brutal! instincts named Winn 
alighted from the train, and suddenly and 
unexpectedly, without the least warning. 
assaulted me, and as a pretext’ falsely 
charged me with having insulted a lady 
member of his family the day before. !I 
defended myself as best I could in my 
physical weakness from this brute. and 
after much scrambling around he guc- 
ceeded in striking me once very lightly 
behind my left ear. Just about that.time 
the conductor warned me to get aboard

“The assertion that I insulted any lady 
at any time and place is a base lie, made 
out of witole cloth, the falseness of 
which assertion as it bears upon the 
sermon will be testified to by hundreds 
who heard and indorsed the sermon. 

“If there be any doubt as to the truth- 
fulness of the statements made in the 
sermon let inquiry be made of two attor- 
neys in Lawrenceville, whose names can 
be secured, who were reliably told of the 
same things mentioned by me, and let 
inye#igation be made of. those living im- 
mé¢diately in the neighborhood of the 
camp ground, who know some things. 

‘It has come to a pretty pass in Geor- 
gia when Methodist church property can 
be openly desecrated and a Methodist 
preacher, standing in a Methodist pulpit, 
cannot condemn such wanton desecration 
without being subjected to a base assault 
from a cowardly ruffian and any others 
who may back him up in it.

FLEETS PITTED 
~INMIMIC BATTLE 


Torpedo Flotilla Under i= 
ginson Seeks a Landing, 


In the First Series of Maneuvers No 
Shots Will Be Fired Except at 
Night—Thousands of Spec- 
tators on the Massa- 
chusetts Coast. 


Rock Port, Mass.. August ~ 20.—The 
unique war game in which the rival fleets 
of Admiral Francis J. Higginson anf 
Commander John A. Pillsbury are pitted 
against each other began at noon today. 
The north Atlantic coast is now threat- 
ened by a theoretically powerful squadron 
of hostile ships from the attack of which 
an equally able fieet will attempt to de- 
fend. This 1s the first series of.maneuvers 
in which the ships will participate and it 
will be under the direction of the navy 
department alone. Such practice as fol- 
lows the conclusion of this first contest 
will be the joint work of the army and 
navy departments. Commander  Pills- 
bury’s fleet, which is known as the white 
squadron, sailed from Provincetown on 
Monday and is now at sea. Its present 
whereabouts are unknown to Admiral 
Higginson, whose force is known as the 
blue squadron. It was~understood that 
the latter fleet, which made its appeary- 
ance in this harbor last Saturday, would 
under the rules of contest remain here | 
until noon today. Any time after That 
hour Admiral Higginson was,free to sail 
in search of the ‘‘enemy.”’ 

It will be the object of the white squad- 
ron to effect a landing at some unfort?- 
fied place along the coast as soon as 
possible after this fixed hour and occupy 
the position without interference for at 
least six hours. It is the duty of the 
defending fleet -to prevent the invaders 
from accomplishing their purpose. If Ad- 
miral Higginson finds the hostile vessels 
before they can get within striking dis- 
tance the victory is with him. If Pills 
bury, with his ships, shdOuld elude Hig- 
ginson and land his force he must occupy 
the place he has captured and be free 
from discovery during the six-hour pe- 
riod agreed upon. If he is located before 
this time limit expires it is scored as a 
defeat for him. 


Maneuvers Technical. 

The first series of maneuvers is purely 
technical and there will be no semblance 
No 
shots will be fired except positively upon 
the discovery of the hostile fleet at night, 
when the firing would be entirely for sig- 
naling purposes and to announce the dis- 
covery of Pillsbury’s squadron. 

Admiral Higginson lost no time in get- 
ting under way after the hour agreed 
upon for the beginning of the contest 
had arrived. During the forenoon the 
ships weré getting up steam and at 
about 12 o'clock they began to weigh 
anchor and half an hour later all except 
the flag ship Kearsarge had started out. 

First the Mayflower and one of the 
torpedo boats headed outside the break- 
water, bearing toward the rorth. The 
second torpedo boat followed toward the 
northeast. The Brooklyn and Olympia 
moved out together with the Alabama 
astern of the latter and the Massachu- 
setts at the end of the line. These ships 
seemed to make directly east. Just be- 
fore noon a torpedo boat came in from 
the south and after joining another ves- 
sel of the same class both steamed out 
togetlp-r, accompanied by the Scorpion. 

The Thornton and Gloucester went out 
by the southern passage just before 2 
o'clock. At about the same moment the 
Montgomery, accompanied by the Leyden, 
moved out to the southwest. This left 
the Kearsarge and one torpedo boat in- 
side the breakwater. : 

Fleet Comes to Life. 

All the ships, after going 2 wgmiles off 
shore, dropped their speed and lay to, 
apparently waiting for the Kearsarge to 
join them. The big vessels of the squad- 
ron, when the morning sun broke upon 
them today, were motionless and gave 
as little sign of life as the rocBs~on the 
nearby shore. The little torpedo boats 
were not far from the larger craft. As 
the forenoon advanced various signs of a 
prospective movement were noted.  Sig- 
nals were exchanged and small craft were 
dodging about. The torpedo boats began 
to throw out black smoke and .then the 
larger vessels showed that) their fires 
were being freshened. The crowd of 
spectators increased and from every ad- 
vantageous point the proceedings were 
eagerly watched 

Commander Pillsbury’s squadron in- 
cludes the auxiliary cruisers Prairie, Pan- 
ther and Supply. 

Rear Admiral Higginson has his flag 
ship, the Kearsarge, and two other battle 
ships, the Massachusetts and Alabama, 
and the cruisers Brooklyn, Olympia and 
Montgomery, besides seven. torpedo boats, 
two armed gunboats, two tugs and the 
converted yachts Mayflower and Glou- 
cester. hs 

The torpedo boats are the Shubrick, De- 
catur, Thornton, Stockton, Bagley, Bar- 
ney and Biddle. The gunboats are the 
Scorpion and the Peoria. 

While the vessels of the white squad- 
ron are understood to represent an at- 
tacking force of great power, in reality 
it can hardly be compared with the de» 
fending complement. Commander Pills- 
bury’s three auxiliary cruisers have an 
average dispMicement of 6,000 tons and 
an average speed of 13 knots. 

Admiral Higginson’s squadron includes 
battle ships of nearly 11,100 tons average 
displacement and nearly 17 knots average 
speed, crulsers, the slowest of which is 
a 19-knot vessel, and torpedo boats good 
for 26 to 29 knots.

Roosevelt Wrathful Over Situ- 
ation in Lone Star 
State. 


KEENLY: DISAPPOINTED’ 
AT VIRGINIA SITUATION 


The President Calls on the Better 
Class of Southern Republicans 
To Lay Aside Factional Dif- 
ference and Seek Better 
Results at Polls. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 20.—President 
Roosevelt today in no uncertain terms 
expressed his disapproval of factional dif- 
ferenges in the republican party. Cecil 
A. Lyon, chairman of the republican state 
committee of Texas, called upon him and 
presented his side of the controversy 
which has arisen among the republicans 
of the Lone Star State. 

The president stated to him with the 
utmost emphasis that no man had au- 
thority to speak for the president as re- 
gards Texag matters; that the president 
was taking no side for or against any 
man or any faction among the Texas re- 
publicans; that-as a matter of fact the 
president was exceedingly impatient with 
those republicans who went into factionai 
divisions and that in any such states 
as Texas or Virginia, in which the re- 
publican party is in a minority, but yet 
had a chance to do something, the presi- 
dent felt the credit. would fall to the 
better class of republican leaders who 
were able to make a good showing at the 
polls, especially for congressional candi- 
dates, and not to those who spent their 
time plotting how they could. get dele- 
He told Mr. 
Lyon that he could explain this to all 
Texas republicans of every faction. 

The president also told him that if 
ever, in ang such southern state, a re- 
publican congressman was elected, it 


amounted to far more in the president's 


mind than anything which could be done 
in the way of offices and that he felt 
there was little need of recognition for 
any organization which existed only for 
Offices and delegates. 


Disappointed with Virginia. 

It was learned that the president told 
Chairman Babcock, of the _ republican 
congressional committee, when the latter 
visited him a few days ago, that he was 
profoundly discontented with the Vir- 
ginia republican organization for. not 
making a resolute effort to eleet repub- 
lican congressmen from the western dis- 
tricts of Virginia and that he felt that 
an organization which did not try to de- 
velop the fullest party strength at the 
polls had no claim upen him. 

Mr. Lyon was the president’s guest at 
luncheon, the other guests being George 
E. Roberts, director of the mint; Fred- 
erick W. Holls, of New York, who was 
secretary to the Aferican emDassy at 
The Hague conference, and Dr. Albert 
Shaw, editor of The Review of Reviews. 

Before leaving for New York, Mr. Rob- 
erts stated that his call was of a social 
nature. He said he had discussed lowa 
politics with the president and had in- 
formed him that the action of the repub- 
licans of Jowa on the tariff was not of a 
revolutionary character. The republicans 
of his state, he said, believed that certain 
changes in the tariff were necessary and 
that it would be better to make te 
movement now than to wait until later 
and be forced into it. Mr. Roberts stated 
that he had not made up his mind just 
when he would relf¥quish his office to 
assum~ charge of the paper he has pur- 
chased in Iowa. He said he was going 
to give up his position, but that he might 
not do it this year.

Itinery for Next Two Weeks Takes 
Roosevelt to Maine. 

Washington, August 20—Frem Hart- 
ford, President -Rq@osevelt will go to 
Rhode Island, where at Providence he 
will be received by the governor, the 
state anc city officials. After being en- 
tertained at Warwick by Senator Ald- 
rich, the president will go to Newport, 
remaining there Saturday night and Sun- 
dav. Monday will be spent in Boston and 
vicinity. The next morning the party 
will start for Portiand, Me. 

The president probably will make a 
few remarks at Portland and then pro- 
ceed to Lewiston, where he expects to 
make another short speech. He will pass 
the night at Augusta as the guest of the 
governor, and on Wednesday will visit 
the Eastern Maine fair at 3Jangor, 
Thursday the president will be in New 
Hampshire. After attending the reunion 
of the New Hempshire Veterans’ Asso- 
ciation, at The Weltirs, he will go to the 
state fair at Concord, thence to Newbury, 
where he will stay for the night at the 
summer residence of Secretary Hay. Fri- 
day afternon the presidential party goes 
to Vermont. Mr. Roosevelt and one or 
two others will go to Thompson's Point, 
Where they will remain that night and 
part of the following day with Secretary 
Shaw. Returning to Burlington Monday 
morning. the party will. start for Mas- 
sachusetts, making a number of stops 
un‘til Northfield is reached, where the 
night will be spent.

“Our Trade with the Orient,” a topic 
on whicn he hag ¢ome'to be regarded as 
one of the authoriffes. 

He sKetched briefly the trade of the 
Orient and the various movements di- 
reoted toward securing it in times past. 

From the opening of Japan to foreign 
trade with that country, trade has in- 
creased tenfold. The population of the 
Orient, with which we might trade, con- 
stitutes about one-nalf the population of 
the earth. He discussed the prospective 
trade with the Chinese people, whom he 
regarded as more enterprising and bet- 
ter business men than the Japanese. 

He paté a high tribute to the Chinese, 
saying no people on earth could drive an 
intelligent Chinaman out of a commercial 
position. Wack of adequate transpor- 
tation facilities greatly hinders trade. 
Our trade there is capable of infinite 
development. ATl the European coun- 
tries Zo across two oceans to reach that 
trade, which they greatly desire, while we 
need cross Dut one.,. 

He gave briefly an idea cf the great 
development in our trade tMere in recent 
years. The first American cotton went 
to Japan and China six years ago, lack of 
transportafion having preViousiy pervent- 
ed its use. The shipment of cotton has 
constantly and greatly increased every 
year since, and now his road had been 
compelled to refuse orders for as mucn ag 
20,000 bales of cotton in one month be- 
cause of the lack of shipping facilities. 
The shortest and cheapest route from 
the cotton fields to the Orient is by way 
of Puget sound.

Louis 
would give far ‘Sétter results in the end, 
As to money spent “én the improvement 
of the upper waters of the same river, he 
thought it would be much. better invest- 
ed TR Srrigating the arid regions of the 
great west. The railroads were not in 
the habit of Taking into consideration 
river rates north of St..Louis fm fixing 
their railroad rates, for the reason that 
the river business in that section was 
comparatively smal] and of little value. 
He suggested that for irrigation it would 
be the best plan for fhe government 
to irrigate and develop 1,80 acres of land 
at a probable expense of $ or $10 an acre 
tien sem at from $15 to $3 an Acre, 
thereby creating a fund from which to 
carry on further irrigation schemes with- 
out any expense beyond that first in- 
volved. In discussing the trade which the 
railroads and steamship Jines would best 
be able to carry to the Orient, he ar- 
gued that that which-.brought speediest 
retaliation would be the mos. profitable 
investment, insisting that chief attention 
should be paid to fie farm products 
throughout fhe entire western country, 
and that it wouid prove to be very poor 
policy to Tépend on the development of 
slower manufactufing enterprises or on 
the less sure miming wealth of the west. 
The railroads wanted producfs which 
would make a haul for them bqfh ways, 
thereby making possible-lower rates on 
what was hauled.

PRISONER 


GUARDS AT BAY 
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Stale Pison at Frankfort, Ky, 
Scene of Mutiny, 


Three Murderers Overpower Guards 
While at Breakfast, and for 
4 Four and a Half Hours Re- 
main Entrenched—Three 
Men Are Shot. 


Frankfort, Ky., August 2.—Fired by a 
desire to gain their freedom, Wallace 
Bishop and Thomas Mulligan, of Kentos 
county, and Lafayette Brooks, of Mor- 
fan,.all murderers and desperate crimi- 
nals, made a futile attempt to escape 
from the state penjtentiary here this 
morning and ‘as a result Bishop is dead, 
Brooks is shot through the shoulder and 
Alfred Ransome, colored, a Louisville 
murderer who for a few moments essayed 
to follow the three daring leaders, is suf- 
fering from a wound in the shoulder. 

The mutiny, which lasted for four and 
a half hours and ended in an ignominious 
surrender by the convicts, caused great 
excitement within the prison and among 
the people of Frankfort. a 

The convicts chose what they consid- 
ered a most propitious time for their out- 
break. Selecting the breakfast hour for 
the dash for liberty, when they hoped to 
stampede a large number of prisoners, 
they overpewered the guards with their 
pistols, captured Charles Willis, a fore- 
man of the reed department of the chair 
factory, and using him as a shield en- 
trenched themselves in a room, where 
they defied the offictals. 

It was not until they discovered that 
Warden Eph Lillard intended to starve 
them out that they decided-to surrender. 

Ransome was shot by Eph Lillard, Jr., 
while the men were entrenched. Bishop 
was wounded as he was surrendering, be- 
cause when told to hold up his hands he 
attempted to put one of them in his 
pockets, as if reaching for a weapon, and 
Brooks was wounded by a stray bullet 
at the time Bishop fel}. 

Wallace Bishop, alias Burns, 
Hammond, Ind 

Brooks made a statement to the warden 
this afternoon. He places the responsi- 
bility for the outbreak on Bishop. He 
says he and the other two men had worn 
shackles constantly for months for bad 
conduct and that Bishop assured them 
that he could get them out. This after- 
noon Bishop joined the Catholic church 
and begged forgiveness of Acting Warden 
Wadigan for the attempt upon that offi- 
cial’s life. 

It was ascertained that Captain George 
Fry, of Marion county, a guard, fired the 
shot which wounded Bishop. Captain 
Fry was detailed to watch the entrance 
of the reed department from a window 
of the hospital. He saw Bishop drop his 
hands at the surrender, after being or- 
dered to hold them up, and thought he 
was going to attack Waden Lillard.

Bills were introduced in parliament 
covering unavoidable infractions of the 
law arising from the delay in summon- 
ing parf{ament, condoning illegal expend- 
itures incurred for the suppression of re- 
bellion, prohibiting the immigration of 
Asiatics other than British subjects, pro- 
hibiting the sales of intoxicants to the 
aborigines and providing for the segrega- 
tion of the natives. 


LIVELY DISCUSSION OCCURS. 


Cuban Congress Takes Up Castenada 
Concession. 

Havana, August 20.—A lively discus- 
Sion occurred in the house of represent- 
atives today over the action of Manuel 
Diaz, secretary of public works, in grant- 
ing a concession to Senor Castenada to 
estahlish an electric light plant at Ha- 
vana. 

Several membeg@s of the house argued 
that Senor Diaz had no authority to 
grant this concession and that unless 
President Palma revoked it he (President 
Palma) should be impeached by the sen- 
ate. The house was divided on the ques- 
tion and no vote has yet been taken. 

The Castenada concession dates back 
to the time of Spanish sovereignty in 
Cuba. General Wood recognized this 
concession, but acting upon orders from 
Washington he caused it to be rescinded 
May 19, the day before the inauguration 
of the Cuban republic. Senor Diaz by 
an Official order recently made this con- 
cession operative. * 


NO NEWS OF SURRENDER. 


Fate of General Morales Berti Is 
Unknown. 

Panama, August 20.—Nothing is known 
here of the reported surrender of the 
government of Genera] Morales Berti to 
the revolutionists at Agua Dulce. No 
news has teen received from this gen- 
eral for some time, but government offi- 
cials express the belief that he would 
only suecumb after a gallant fight. ihe 
situation here is serious, but there is 
nothing to show that General Herrera 
intends to attack Panama immediately. 
It is not true that the revolutionary 
gunboat Padilla has demanded the sur 
render of Panama. The Padilla has been 
seen frequently off Otoque island.

GUN BOAT FLIES 


FLAG OF REBELS 


The Boyaca Fought Two 
Hours Before Surren- - 
dering, 


REPORTS OF SINKING 
ARE NOW REFUTED 


Conservatives of Panama Now Center 
Their Hopes in the Steamer 
Which Senor Concha Is 
Said To Have Bought 
at San Francisco. 


Panama, Colombia, August 20.—The for- 
mer government gunboat, Boyaca, which 
left here July 29 to carry three hundred 
soldiers to Agua Dulce and which was 
captured by the Colombian revolutionists, 
is now at sea flying the rebel flag. The 
rumors that the Boyaca had been sunk 
are therefore refuted. 

Before she left here, Generali Salazar, 
governor of Panama, ordered the com- 
mander of the Boyaca not to fire the 
guns on that vessel, because he feared 
the bad condition of the Boyaca would 
endanger fhose on board if her guns 
were discharged. 

Revolutionary reports of fhe capture 
of the gunboat are that she fought two 
hours before veing captured, and it Is 
believed in government circles that some 
accident to her machinery or rudder 
forced the commander of the Boyaca to 
accept unequal] battle until further resist- 
ance was impossible. 

The Boyaca was a very old ship, and 
her machinery and keel were in very 
bad condition. She was built in 188 at 
Wilmington, Del, for q¢he Colombian 
government. 

The hopes of the conservatives of Pan- 
ama are now centered in the steamer 
which Senor Concha, Colombian minis- 
ter at Washington, is supposed to have 
bought recently at San Francisco. Should 
this vessel sail promptly for the isthmus 
with good gunners on board, it is be- 
lieved by government officials that with 
reinforcements expected here from Bar- 
ranquilla, General Salazar need have no 
fear of un attack from the revolutionary 
forces under Genera] Herrera. 

The steamer Palena reached port today 
from the south, and her captain reports 
having met the Boyaca flying the flag of 
the revolutionists off the island of. Tabo- 
guilla, about 15 miles from Panama. 


RACE PROBLEM THREATENED. 


Great Britain Faces Serious Issue in 
South Africa. 

London, August 20.—Mail advices re- 
ceived here from Johannesburg indicate 
that the negro problem is growing more 
acute and is causing the authorities in- 
finite worry. To quote the words of one 
of the foremost South African authori- 


ties: 

“On the question of the natives depends 
the whole future of the new colonies— 
whether the Boers will loyally accept 
British rule or continue in a state of 
sullen resentment. Among the immediate 
dangers, native attacks on Boers re- 
turning to their farms and attempts of 
natives to assault white women are 
threatening to lead to serious conflicts 
between Boers and blacks. Under the 
old regime, the crude, but simple, retri- 
bution for assaults on women was shoot- 
ing on sight. Now, however, there is no 
legislation on the subject and the Eng- 
lish authorities are hesitating to enact 
laws ‘until all the parties concerned can 
voice their opinions.’ The hesitaycy to 
deal severely with the natives is causing 
both Boers and Africanders intense irri- 
tation and encourages the blacks to truc- 
ulent effrontery. 

“Another phase of the problem in the 
efforts of the blacks to forego their lazy 
existence on the camps, where thousands 
were gathered during the war, and far 
more serious is the prospects that many 
of the blacks of the country have man- 
aged to secure arms. There is therefore 
the anomalous situation of armed whites 
and armed blacks living in proximity on 
outlying farms. Experienced British co- 
lonials strongly favor universal disarm- 
ament of the natives and prompt legisla- 
tion making assaults on women a capital 
offense.”’ 


SHIP AGENT REMAINS SILENT. 


Governor,of Panama Says Refusal 
Was Absolute. 

Panama, Colombia, August 20.—J. W. 
Peet, local agent of the Pacific Steam 
Navigation Company of Liverpool, de- 
clines tc make any statement regarding 
the action of the Colombian authorities 
at Buena Ventura in the case of the com- 
pany’s steamer Ecuador, and says he 
knows nothing about the sailing of the 
British cruiser Phaeton for that port. 

The governor of Panama, General 
Salazar, however, has received a cable 
message from General Velasco, in com- 
mand of the troops at Buena Ventura, 
saying the English company absvlutely 
refused to transport troops to. the 
isthmus. No further complications are 
feared at Buena Ventura for the present. 


FLAMES LAY TOWN TO WASTE. 


Ecuador Village Blotted Out by a 
Big Fire. 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, August 20.—The 
town of Babahoyo, capital of the prov- 
ince of Laos Rios, was totally destroyed 
by fire yesterday. A fire steamer left 
here last night with firemen and engines 
to assist in fighting the flames, but the 
vessel arrived too late. Much merchan- 
dise from Qu@yaquil in transit to the inte- 
rior was burned. Bodegar, or Babahoyo, 
is 40 miles from Guayaquil on the same 
river Quayaquil is situated. Its popula- 
tion is about 20,(00. 


BLOCKADE NOT RECOGNIZED. 


Minister Bowen Wires Status of Af- 
fairs at Caracas. 

Washington, August 2.—A_ telegram 
was received last night at the department 
of state from Minister Bowen, dated 
Caracas yesterday, in which he reported 
that the government forces had evacu- 
ated Cumana the previous night. He 
further stated that he had been informed 
that Germany, France and Great Britain, 
through their representatives at Caracas, 
had jointly characterized the Venezuelan 
declaration of blockade gs inefJictent, 
whereupon the government asked for 
proof and suggested that merchant ves- 
sels be sent to test the efficiency of the 
biockade.

Eastern “Ruler Greeted on Board 
Royal Yacht. . 

KEPT EDWARD WAITING 


Ed Din Insisted on the Engineer Go- | 


ing at Slow Speed for Fear of 
an Accident. 


London, August 20.—The shah proceed- 
ed to Portsmouth this.morning for the 
purpose of visiting King Edward on board 
the royal yacht Victoria and Albert. 

The shah insisted that the train travel 
so slowly that the king was kept waiting 
for upward of an hour. As soon as the 
train was sighted, his mzjesty landed 
from the royal yacht and proceeded to 
greet the Persian visitor. 

The meetirg between the two rulers 
was most cordial. They heartily shoe? 
hands and then walked to the yacht, 
chatting animatedly,’ while the war ships 
fired royal salutes. 

After lunching with King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra, the shah started on 
his return to London. 


BAFFLING EVIDENCE GIVEN. 


Police Failed at Every Step in Mur- 
der Mystery. 

Chicago, August 20.—After an investiga- 
tion by the Chicago police extending over 
a fortnight and a two days’ coroner’s in- 
quest, the authorities are still in doubt 
whether the body of the murdered woman 
found in the field at Seventy-fourth and 
State streets was really that of Minnie 
Mitchell, 

Three men stand accused of complicity 
in her death and that of Mrs. Anne Bar- 
tholin and are held in heavy bonds to the 
grand jury. Yet Patrolman Watson, who 
found the body, could not tell its sex be- 
cause of its advanced stage of decomposi- 
tion. Coroner’s-Physician Springtr stated 
that the body must have lain-ten or twelve 
weeks before the brain could have been 
absorbed, and that had quick lime been 
used by the murderer,-as conjectured, 
maggots would not have entered the body, 
as was the case. 

Even the coroner’s jury, when it re:3@ 
dered a verdict today recommending that 
Oscar Thompson, Edward Counselman 
and John Claify be held to expiain the 
death, stated only that the body was sup- 
posed to be that of Minnie Mitchell. 

Articles of clothing found near the 
body, however, were identified -by the 
Mitcheld family and a week ago fhe body 
a. as Minnie Mitchell by rela- 
tiv of the girl, who has been missing 
since July 30, and who was iast seen in 
the company of her sweetheart, William 
J. Bartholin. 

Evidence Conflicting. 

Two witnesses, Lieutenant Healy and 
William M. Allen, testified that Counsel- 
man, the intimate friend of Bartholin., 
had told them the fugitive wanted money 
with whitch to pay for a surgical opera- 
tion on the Mitchell girl at a North side 
hospital, 

With this conflicting testimony to hin- 
der them, the police are almost stalled 
in their search for William Bartholin, 
whom the coroner’s jury recommended to 
be apprehended. 

At the inquest some excitement was 
created when a. wigmaker positively iden- 
tified a switch of false hair as one that 
he had made for Minnie Mitchell. 

Lieutenant Healy, of the Kensington 
police station, telling of the circumstances 
leading up to the arrest of Edward Coun- 
selman, the man who is alleged to have 
been with Bartholin on the day of the 
disappearance of Minnie Mitchell, said 
that Mrs. Coun®&!iman had told him that 
Bartholin had informed her husband that 
“his (Bartholin’s) girl’’ was in a north 
side hospital, and that he needed $60 to 
care for her; that he had got her into 
trowble. 

Lieutenant Healy’s Evidence. 

Lieutenant Healy said: “The woman 
came to me and told me of the. queer 
conduct of her husband. She related to 
me of her receiving and opening a letter 
from Bartholin to Ed on July ll. The 
letter was the one in which Bartholin 
sought to secure money on a Joan. The 
woman told me soon after she opened the 
letter Bartholin came into the house. 

“Then she said, ‘Told him that I had 
opened his letter to Ed.’ He seemed very 
angry about it and told me 1 ought not 
to do that sort of thing. He said: ‘You 
are liable to get into trouble opefithg let- 
ters that way.’ Bartholin asked me where 
Ed was working. I1 told him that Ed 
was at the Austin Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Harvey, lils., and he went in that 
direction. 

‘Mrs. Courselman said that Ed came 
home that night,’ continued Lieutenant 
Healy, “but was very anxious to get 
away.* As soon as he had his supper he 
hurried away. He said he was going ¢0 
see Will Bartholin at his home in Cal 
met avenue. The woman told. me Yhat 
Counselman got home at I o’clock in the 
morning; very much excited. She told me 
that and said he would have to go to 
Denver, because he had got into trouple 
and would tell her nothing unless she 
promised him not to tell what she Knew. 
This she declined to do. She told me 
how her husband had attempted to choke 
her several times in order to get the 
letter away fzom her which she refused to 
give up. The lieutehant said he had re- 
peated Mrs. Counselman’s story, but 
Counselman said he had seen nothing of 
Bartholin since July 11. 

‘He admitted,’ continued the officer, 
“that he had gone to Bartholin’s house 
that night; that Will was in the front 
room. Bartholin, he claimed, told him 
this: ‘I sent for you to tell you that l 
was in deep trouble and that I needed 
$60." Counselman claimed that he asked 
Bartholin why he needed so much money 
and Will replied that the trouble was 
about a girl, who was at a place on the 
north side, and he needed the money to 
pay for an operation on her.”

PRESIDENT PALMA TALKS 
OF THE FOLLY OF DEBT 


Proposed Revision of Cuban Army 
Lists in Order To Pay Soldiers 
May Make the Big Loan 
Unnecessa om a Po- 
litical point. 


Havana, August 20.—It is doubtful if 
any attempt will at present be made to 
float the proposeg loan of $35,000,000. Presi- 
dent Palma and his cabinet are strongly 
opposed to the revolutionary element, 
which has been clamoring for the pay- 
ment of the Cuban army, and which saw 


‘payment about. 

This element has been somewhat ap- 
peased by the movement started today 
to revise the Cuban army list with the 
object of taking immediate steps to pay 
the soldiers as soon as the revision !s 
completed. General Maximo Gomez, as- 
sisted by General Maya Roderiguez, is at 
present engaged in revising the lists and 
it will probably take from six to eignt 
months to complete the task. The work 
is being carried on in the lower rooms of 
the palace. By the time it is completed 
it is hoped that the republic’s financial 
affairs will be in ‘better shape and that 
the government will be able to see :ts 
way clear to raise the funds necessary to 
pay the soldiers. 

In aninterview today concerning the 
proposed loan President Palma said: 

“I am opposed to trying to float a large 
loan until the administration can estab- 
lish the fact that it can run the govern- 
ment economically and end up its first 
year expense with a surplus. I can ap- 
preciate the fact that we have not estab- 
| lished a government a d that we cannot 
, expect to borrow anyon. The budget 


' has not yet been mad up and until this 


Ket for a large loan. I would advise, for 
the present, a loan of $4,000,000 to be dis- 
tributed among the cane growers of the 
island. This would stimulate industry 
and put money in circulation among a 
class in this country whose sad condition. 


I fear, is not realized in the United 
States.”

Sees 'ane 
a4 surgeon performing what was acknowl- 
edged to be a most serious and delicate 
Operation on the highest personage in 
the whole Britisn empire. Furthermore 
the operation was carried out at an (x- 
tremely trying time, two days before the 
king was to have been crowned, when 
princes, envoys, and ambassadors from 
all parts of the world had gathered to 
the capital to pay homage to the new 
king and take part in the great pageant. 

It is safe to say that no one ever op- 
erated on a patient with such terrible 
issues at stake. But Sir Frederick was 
equal to the emergency, which only 
Shows him to be a man of exceptional 
courage, nerve, and tact. Asa surgeon 
alike practical and expository, he occu- 
pies unquestionably a unique position.

Helena, Ark., August 20.—(Special.)—An 
aged man supposed to be a tramp, was 
picked up by fishermen about 2 miles be- 
low here this afternoon. He died three 
hours later. 

The circumstances of the old man’s 
death are as unusual as they are pathetic. 
He was wandering down the river bank, 
where he was stricken with fever. He at- 


tempted to dip water from the current 
with a tin bucket. The receding waters 
had left deep mud banks, the surface of 
which was dry. Below the surface, how- 


ever, was soft. The man began to sink 
in the mud. Weakened by fever, he was 
unable to extricate himself and sank up 
to his waist. Vainly he lifted his feeble 
voice for help to passing boats. For three 
days he was in this position, growing 
weaker constantly. The fierce sun beat 
upcn his aged head, firing his brain to de- 
lirium. He was almost dead when res- 
cued. A short while before dissolution 


| he regained consciousness. All that could 


be gotten from him was the statement 
that his name was Cook.

three doctors (with Sir James Reid ana 
Douglas Powell) who were last in at- 
tendance on Queen Victoria. Not so long 
ago he was called upon to attend the» 
king, then prince of Wales, during’ 4 
slight ailment. When his majesty Was 
getting better he playfully said to his 
doctor: “Why do you treat me as if I 
were a child; surely as a prince I am en- 
titled to something better?’ to which Sir 
Thomas is said to have replied: “In pub- 
lic I treat you as a prince, but in a 8icK 
room as a patient.’’ 

No doctor has remained in such «0n- 
stant and close attendance upon the king, 
since the death of Queen Victoria, as Sir 
Francis Laking. The king has shown an 
unmistakable attachment for Sir Fran- 
cis. He is undoubtedly-.a man after his 
majesty’s own heart in every respect, 
which fact the king discovered when he 
took him with him to Germany shortly 
after the late queen’s death. This is be- 
cause the doctor, while giving the very 
best medica] advice, is by no means @ 
faddist, and never preaches. The general 
advice which he openly offers is: “ 
what you like, smoke what you like, but 
do the whole thing sensibly, and then you 
will be all right.’””

Writ of Mandamus Against Ordinary 
Brown.

Carrollton Advocate Would Force Of- 
ficial To Give Advertising for 
Which It Claims It Has 
Contract—Bill Is Pro- 
tested—Notes. 


Carroliton, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 
T. A. J. Majors, editor and proprietor of | 
The Advocate, the official organ of this 
county, yesterday sued out a writ of 
mandamus against the Hon. Samuel J. 
Brown, ordinary of Carroll county, to 
compel him to place the legal advertis- 
ing emanating from his office in The Ad- 
vocate, 

On July 1, according to a notice served 
by Sheriff Joseph L. Merrell on John T. 
Hearn, editor of The Carroll Freé Press, 
which had been formerly the paper se- 
lected by the sheriff as his official organ, 
the legal advertising was taken from 
The Free Press and Carroll County Times 
and The Advocate superseded them, The 
Supreme court last year decided that the 
ordinary’s advertising would have to fol- 
low the sheriff’ss and Ordinary Brown 
had refused to give them to Majors, who 
was entitled to the sheriff's advertis- 
ing. 

The Free Press and Carroll County 
Times have been claiming the advertis- 
ing by virtue of a compounding contract 
between themselves, which the ordinary 
and sheriff witnessed. Editor Majors had 
copied all the county advertising and 
published warning to all parties and 
threatened prosecution against any other 
paper collecting these ‘fees. After one 
month’s advertising had been done for 
the county, Majors presented a bill to 
the ordinary, which “was protested, and 
Majors brought suit on it. This f& pend- 
ing in the justice court here. The ordi- 
nary is defending against the claim and 
says Majors is not the official organ, as 
the change was not duly made nor proper 
notices given. Lively litigation will fol- 
low, 

Villa Rica Rod. 

With the completion of the Villa Rica 
branch railway just accomplished the rich 
resources of the Virginia-Carolina Chem- 
ical Company’s new plant 3 miles from 
Villa Rica in this county is opened up 
to the markets. Mammoth banks of the 
mineral have been drawn from the deep 
mines and has been accumulating in 
waiting for the railroad.

SCATHING RESOLUTION 
ADOPTED AT GREENSBORO 


Deserters Get Pay for Fighting 
Against Former Flag and Com- 
rades—Seven Thousand Peo- 

i ple Attend Reunion. 
Carr Reelected. 


Greensboro, N. C., August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Seven thousand people, including 
twenty-five hundred veterans, were here 
today for the reunion of the confederate 
Soldiers of North Carolira. Old soldiers 
who have been attending reunions ever 
since they first began to be held say that 
this is the largest ever held in North 
Carolina. 

The meeting of the Confederate Vet- 
erans’ Association of the state was held 
in the Grend opera house today for the 
election of officers and other business. 
Julian 8. Carr, of Durham, was reelect- 
ed commander in chief by acclamation, 
and brigadier generals were chosen as 
follows: First brigade, Major P. C. 
Cariton, Statesville; second brigade, 
General W. L. London, Pittsboro; third 
brigade, General Francis M. Parker, 
Enfield; fcurth brigade, General James 
M. Ray, Asheville. In the absence of 
General H. A. London, of Pittsboro, 
Adjutant General Captain James I. Metts, 
of Wilmington, was ramed by General 
Carr as acting adjutant general. 

The following resolution was adopted 
with a unanimous and emphatic vote: 

“Resolved, That we condemn and 
denounce the act of congress which 
rewards treachery and perfidy by 
giving pensions to confederate de- 
serters for fighting against their 
former flag and comrades.” 

The address of welcome was delivered 
by D. C. Waddell, of Greensboro, and 
was responded to by C. B. Watson, of 
‘Winston, 

The oration of the day was by Major 
8S. A. Crump, of Thomas Hardeman 
camp, No. 217, Sons of Confederate Vet- 
erans, Macon, Ga. His speech was in 
the hature of a political review of the 
causes and results of the war between 
the states, and it was exceedingly well 
received by the veterans, who accorded 
Major Crump a rising vote of thanks, 

A huge parade this afternoon and a 
union prayer meeting service at West 
Market Methodist church closed the 
day's programme. The veterans. will 
break camp tomorrow. 

The com. mander in chief was authorized 
#to appoint a committee to select the next 
place of meeting. Asheville, Charlotte 
and Durham are competing for the honor.

The following letter from Hon. John 8. 
Wise, written to The Negro Industrial 
and Agricultural Society, the convention 
of which has just closed, was made pub- 
ilc today: 

“You may say to your associates that 
while I am not fully prepared in ther 
case, I have examined the question suffi- 
ciently to fee] certain that in proper pro- 
ceedings the courts will hold that the 
new constitution of Virginia is not, has 
never been and cannot be the lawful con- 
stitution of Virginia; that the convention, 
neither by the popular legislative author- 
ity, had power to proclaim it, and that it 
will be held a nullity, and all efforts to 
treat it as valid or binding upon the peo- 
ple of Virginia will be held void.”’ 

The convention adopted@ resolutions con- 
demning the disfranchisement of negroes 
in the south, and class legislation, and 
deploring the attitude in which the ne- 
groes were placed by the vile deeds of 
the lowest of their race, whose crimes 
invoked lynch law. They set forth, how-

His Executor Estimates That 


the Property Will Aggre- 
gate $250,000. 


MOTHER IS PROVIDED FOR 
DURING HER LIFETIME 


Sisters, Widow and Children Are All 
Large Beneficiaries—He Left 
$15,000 to Charitable In- 
| stitutions in Atlanta

Colonel William A. Hemphill, who died 
suddenly last Sunday evening, left an 
estate which will net, at the lowest esti- 
mate of his brother, R. A. Hemphil, ex- 
ecutor, $250,000 over and above all in- 
debtedness. He had between $75,000 and 
$100,000 in life insurance, and the re- 
mainder of the property consists of real 
estate and stocks and bonds. 

Owing to the fact that several mem- 
bers of the family were to leave the city 
yesterday, the will was read to the 
family at noon. The instrument will be 
filed for probate in the office of the or- 
dinary of Fulton county today. 

In his will Colonel Hemphill gave 
amounts aggregating $15,000 to charitable 
institutions, and provided substantially 
for his mother, three sisters, his widow, 
six children and a grandchild. 

It was his request that the body of the 
estate be kept intact for a period of 
ten years, the -executor being tnstructed 
to pay each of the beneficiaries the pro- 
ceeds from his or’ her share during that 
time. At the end of the ten years al! the 
beneficiaries, with the exception of two, 
are to receive their shares, 

Brother Is Sole Executor. 

The will was made May 22, 1901, and 
afterwards he married again. On Febru- 
ary 5, of this year, he prepared a codicil 
announcing Ke m’‘rriage, confirming the 
previously written will and giving his 
wife a child’s share. Before his mar- 
riage_the children were to receive one- 
seventh 2ch of the estate. Under the 
codicil] each will now receive an etghth. 
Robert A. Hemphill, his brother, is named 
as sole executor, is given complete con- 
trol of the estate, and is not required to 
give bond. 

To his mother, Mrs. S. A. Hemphill, 
Colonel Hemphill left $300 a year, to be 
neid to her monthly during her life. To 
lis sisters, Mary, Sallie and Nela, he left 
$1,500 each. Those who will each recetve 


one-eighth shares are his two sons, Wil- 


iam A. Hemphill, Jr., and Robert Hemp- 
hill; four daughters, Mrs. Lula Belle 
uinby, Emma, Julia, Marguerite: his 
granddaughter, Ruth Erwin, and _ his 
widow, Mrs. W. A. Hemphill. 

He also set aside various sums for 
charitable irstitutions as follows: 

Osgood Sanders mission, $2,500, for the 
erection of a mission on the lot on Wal- 
ton street, which he had previously deed- 
ed to this charity; Reinhardt College for 
Girls, at Walesca, Ga., $1,500: St. Mark 
Methodist church, $5,000; Emory college, 
$5,000, and the Decatur Orphans’ Home, 
$1,000. 

At the time the will was made St. 
Mark church was known as the Sixth 
Methodist church of Atlanta, and the 
sum set aside for it was to be used for 
the purchase of a church lot, and the 
foundation of the edifice to be built with- 
‘n twelve months after the payment was 
made by his executor. The church naw 
has the lot at the corner of Peachtree 
and Fifth streets. 

It is provided that should any of the 
children die without issue during tle ten 
years, that the estate is to be kept in- 
tact, his or her share shall revert to the 
estate, to be divided equally among the 
remaining beneficiaries. 

Full Text of Will. 

The following is the instrument in full: 

“In the name of God, amen, I, Wil- 
liam A. Hemphill, being of sound and 
disposing mind and memory, do hereby 
make, declare and publish this my last 
will and testament hereby expressly re- 
voking all other wills heretofore made by 
me: ‘ 
“Item 1. It is my will that my body 
receive decent burial, after my death, in 
a manner suitable to my circumstances 
in life. 4 

‘Item 2. It is my wil] that all of my 
just debts be paid by my executon here- 
inafter named, as soon after my decease 
as may be practicable. 

“Item 8. 1 direct my executor, herein- 
after named, to pay out of the income of 
my estate the sum of $300 per annum to 
my mother, Mrs. 8. A. Hemphill, to be 
paid to her monthly during her natural 
life. 

“Item 4. I will and bequeath to each of 
my sisters, Mary, Sallie ‘and Nela, the 
sum of $1,500, to be paid in cash by my 
executor to each of said sisters as early 
as practicable after my death, and should 
each of said sisters not be in life at the 
time for this bequest to take effect, then 
I direct my executor to pay the share of 
such deceased sister to her children, 
share and share alike, and should said de- 
censed sister leave no children, then the 
share of such deceased sister to revert 
to my estate. 

“Item 5. I instruct and direct my ex- 
ecutor to pay out of my estate the sum 
of $2,500 In cash to the proper officers or 
trustees of the Osgood Sanders mission, 
to be used within twelve months after 
the payment of this bequest for the erec- 
tion of a mission house by said mission 
on Walton street lot heretofore deeded 
by me to said mission. 

“Item 6 I instruct and direct my ex- 
ecutor to pay out of my estate the sum 
of $1,500, in cash, to the proper officers or 
trustees of the Reinhardt college, at 
Walesca, Ga., to be invested in safe in- 
terest bearing securities, the income of 
which shall be used in defraying the 
school expenses of girls who would be 
otherwise unable to attend said school. 
‘“Ttem 7. I instruct and direct my ex- 
ecutor to pay to the proper officers or 
trustees of the Sixth Methodist church, of 
Atlanta, the sum of $5,000 in cash, to be 
used for the purchase of a new church 
jot, said lot to be purchased by such 


’ officers or trustees, and the foundation of 


a new church to be built thereon within 
twelve months after such payment is 


made by my executor. 
“Item & I instruct and direct my ex- 
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 ecutor to pay out of my estate the sum 


of %,000, in cash, to the trustees of 
Emory college. 

“Item 9. I instruct and direct my ex- 
ecutor to pay the proper officers or 
trustees of the Decatur Orphans’ Home 
the sum of $1,000 in cash. 

“Item 10. It is my wish that my exec- 
utor collect, as soon ag possible after 
my death, all sums of indebtedness and 
all policies of insurance that may be due 
to my estate, and that the above lega- 
cies be paid as far as may be practicable 
out of the funds so collected; but my 
executor is authorized and directed, with- 
Out petition or order; to use se much of 
the income or corpus of my general es- 
tate as may be required to carry into 
practical effect the clear intent of the 
above bequests, as early as may be prac- 
ticable after my death. 

‘“Tiem 11. Of the balance and residue 
of said estate I will and bequeath one- 
seventh part to my brother, Robert A. 
Hemphill, in trust for my son, William 
A. Fiemphill, Jr., said interest or share 
to be aelivered to said trustee at the 
expiration of ten years from the date of 
my death and to be managed and con- 
trolled by said trustee during the nat- 
ural life of my said son, William A. 
Hempnill, Jr., the net income or said 
share to be paid by said trustee to my 
son, William, and to his wife and chil- 
aren quarterly, ana the corpus of said 
share or interest to be delivered by said 
trustee to the wife and the children of 
my son, William, share and share alike, 
upon the death of said William A. Hemp- 
hill, Jr. (2.)

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SIXTEENTH HAS DRILL ON 


~ BLOODLESS BATTLEFIELD 


Pherson, with its several barrack 

houses of the enlisted men on one 
side resembling each other as closely as 
the uniforms of their occupants, and the 
homes of the officers on the other side 
differing from each other according to 
the rank of their tenants, had the ap- 
pearance of a very bloodless battle field 
yecterday. The occasion of this was the 
drilling of several little squeds in the 
methods of rendering first aid to the in- 
jured, 

Out on the perfectly quiet battle field 
say the wounded, or at least soldiers play- 
ing the part of wounded. Over on the 
east aide Were stationed the squads wait- 
ing the command to rush out and rescue 
their comrades and minister to them ac- 
cording to regulations and the dictates 
of the commanding officer. It was rather 
hot work for the men pressed into the 
emergency hospital service, and there 
was very little excitement for the actors 
of the Sixteenth who played the part 
of dying heroes. 

It was the most silent battle field in 
the experience of the soldiers since their 
return frem real fighting in tne Philip- 
pines, and there was not enough notse 
to disttrb a nervous woman with a 
sick headache. Even the sergeants and 
corporals swore quietly at the awkward- 
ness of some particularly clumsy soldier. 
Altogether, it was a battle field strictly 
in accordance with the most stringent 
restrictions of the late internaional con- 
gress of peace of the world powers. 

The drill included the matter of carry- 

ing the ‘“‘wounded” soldiers in the easiest 
manner possible, the bandaging of broken 
arms, the fixing of tourniqvuets ayd the 
stanching of bloodless cuts. 
Not a moan escaped from the tight set 
lips of the litter occupants, but there was 
a deal of swearing under the breath. 
If you got near enough you could hear 
things in the terse, emphatic conversa- 
tion se characteristic of the soldier. 

“Come here, you skulking dogs of war. 
Can't you see I’ve been  frightfully 
wounded by a bursting lyddite shell, and 
if vou don’t hurry me into a place of 
safety I’m Hable to be taken prisoner 
by the advancing foe or die of thirst 
through the abolishment of the army can- 
teen by the Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union, and Atlanta more,than 2 
miles away.

Jo the Public: Some weeks ago I entered 
the race for alderman from the north side upon 
the assumption that the primary would be 
held about October |. ‘che action of the execu- 
tive committee in postponing the date of the 
primary rendetg it necessary for mé to with- 
draw from the race, as neither my health nor 
my business will permit the additional etrain 
nécessarily involved in the extended campaign. 

Business matters render it necessary for me 
to be absent from the city for some time prior 
to the date set for the primary, therefore my 
candidacy would e6uffer by this inforced ab- 
sence. 

I do not mean to criticise in any way the 
action of the executive committee. I have no 
that those gentlemen did what 
they believed to be just and proper under 
all of the existing circumstances. I simply

While in the public 
schools he was very popular with his 
playfellows, and was always a favorite 
in Atla:ta until he entered the volunteer 
army at the outbreak—of the Spanish- 
American war. At the time of his death 
he Was 24 years of age. 

When the first call for volunteers was* 
made by President McKinley, in 1898, Mr. 
Rodgers enlisted in the Second Georgia, 
under Colonel Oscar Brown, for whom 
he was an orderly. When the regiment 
was mustered out he was transferred to 
company M of the Third Georgia, with 
which he served until it was mustered 
out at Augusta. cena 

He enlisted in the Fortieth United 
States volunteer infantry in August, 1899, 
with Which he served in Luzon and 
northern Mindanao under Captain Wil- 
liam J. Kendrick, a Georgian, who is 
new in the regular service. When thea 
Fortiéth was mustered out at San Fran- 
cisco in June, 191, Mr. Rodgers held 
the rank of first sergeant. 

He immediately returned to the Philip- 
pines under Captain Louis F. Garrard, 
formerly of Columbus, Ga., under whom 
he had served in the Second Georgia. 
Captain ‘Garrard - Was made quarter- 
master at Laicena, and it was while 
serving under him that Mr. Rodgers 
died.

SERIOUS END 
TO FAMILY ROW 


George Layfield Shoots Wil- 
liam Sellman and Wounds. 
May Prove Fatal. 


AFFAIR WAS RESULT 
OF A LIVELY FAMILY FEUD 


Sellman Had Whipped Layfield a 
Week Ago—He Entered Lay- 
field’s Bakery Last Night 
ad Was Met by Pis- 
tol Bullets. 


George M. Layfield, a baker at No. 244 
Peters street, shot William Sellman 
twice last night about 7:30 o'clock and 
one of the bullets probably entered a 
lung and may prove fatal. 

The shooting ocurred in Layfield’s 
bakery and was the result of a feud titat 
has lasted about two weeks. Sellman 
works for Nathan, a baker on Peach- 
tree street, and lives with his family 
over the bakery of Layfield at No. 244 
Peters street. Mrs: Layfield and Mrs. 
Sellman had a row about some domestic 
matter. This started a feud between the 
two families that became more intense 
as fresh disagreements arose. Nearly 
every day the wives had something to 
tell their husbands about what the 
“other woman"’ had said or done. Sell- 
man took an active part In the row and 
on August 9 he had reached the fighting 
point. 

It was Saturday afternoon and Layfield 
f WS wife were both hard at work 
¥i ae bakery getting their breadstuffs 
ready for Saturday night trade. Sell- 
man entered the bakery and walked tfnto 
the rear room without a word. He went 
up to Mrs. Layfield, so she and her 
husband state, and, after cursing the 
woman, struck her. He next turned to 
Layfield, it is declared, and gave him a 
very severe whipping. 

Citv cases were made against Lavfleld 
and ®-llman and a warrant was taken 
out for the latter. The cases were set- 
tled outside of the courts, and it was 
thought the matter had come to an end. 

He Opened Fire. 

Last night when Layfield saw Sellman 
enter the bakery he _ reached for his 
gun and in a very few seconds Sellman 
was outside with two bullets in his body. 

The shooting attracted a large crowd. 
Lavfield was arrested by Officers Seals, 
Berry and H. A. Thompson and locked 
up at the police barracks on the charge 
of assault with Intent to murder. 

Sellman was taken to Benjamin’s phar; 
macy, where Dr. J. L. Jarvis dressed his 
wounds. The physician found that one 
bullet had entered the shoulder from the 
front and another had entered the back. 
He thought it very probable that the 
bullet which entered the back passed 
into the lung. It will be several days, 
states the doctor, before it can be known 
whether or not the wound {fs fatal. 

Sellman stated after the shooting that 
he went into Layfield’s bakery to make a 
purchase. 

‘‘As soon as I entered the door,’’ he 
says, ‘Layfield drew a pistol and began 
shooting. I retreated and had my back 
turned when he fired the last shot. Three 
shots were fired altogether.’’ 

Had To Shoot H’ n. 

Layfield made the following statement 
to a reporter of The Constitution at the 
police barracks: ° 

“T had to shoot that fellow. There was 
nothing else left for me to do. He first 
became argry because his wife and my 
wife quarreled and he went into my place 
of business and struck my wife. Before 
T could defend myself he jumped on me 
and beat me up in a shameful manner. 
My friends all told me then that'T ought 
to shoot him for striking my wife, but 
we both praved over it and tried to keep 
out of further trouble. I was told by 
several people that Sellman had sala he 
intended to kill me if it took him @wenty 
years. We had settled the other case, 
but he continued to make his threats. So 
when he walked into my bakery tonight 
with a larg iron weight fn his hand I 
opened fire with my pistol.” 

A large, heavy weight, used on floor 
scales, was' found in the bakery where 


Layfield alleges Sellman dropped it when 


he ran. 

Lavfiefd’s trial cannot take place until 
Sellman is able to appear in court. If 
Sellman dies from his wounds the charge 
against Layfield will be changed to that 
of murder.

WATER RATE NOW 
BEFORE COUNCIL 


City Fathers To Decide the Charge for 
Outside Consumers. 


THREE REPORTS ARE READY 


Athletic Club Members Opposed to 
the Idea of Cutting That Insti- 
tution Off from Service It 
Has Enjoyed for Some 
Time. 


Council will meet this afternoon at 2 
o'clock in adjourned session and it is 
highly probable that the meeting will be 
a lively one, 

There are severa] matters scheduled 
to come up for consideration that are ex- 
pected to cause much discussion. Chief 
of these is the report of the special com- 
mittee of council and the water board 
reative ito the proposed change in the rate 
demanded of consumers of water outside 
the city. 

A majority of the committee is in favor 
of inaugurating a triple rate. Council- 
man James L. Key, who is a member 
of the committee, will file a minority re- 


a quadruple rate. Colonel Park Wood- 
ward, superintendent of the water works 
department, who is also a member of 
the specia] committee, has likewise pre- 
pared a minority report in which he de- 
clares the city ought not to increase the 
water rate to consumers living outside 
the city. 

At present these consumers are charged 
double the city rate, and Colonel Wood- 
ward thinks this sufficient. His report, 
& copy of which was published in The 
Constitution yesterday morning, was 
filed with ‘the city clerk yesterday. It 
will be read in connection with the com- 
mittee’s report, 
Key's report. 

He Opposes Increase. 

Colonel Woodward takes the stand that 
at the time the city agreed tto allow out- 
side citizens to use city water it was 
tacitly understood that the double Tate 
charged them would not be increased. 
These citizens, he says, are required to 
pay for the water pipes laid for their 
benefit and that the city receives a very 
fair price for water from them. 

Mr. Key, on the other hand, has all 
along contended it was ‘better for the 
city to take care of its own citizens in 
the matter of supplying them with water 
before giving outside parties some privi- 
leges not enjoyed by many people with- 
in the corporate limits. He. considers 
that residents living without the cor- 
porate limits are not required to pay city 
taxes and that therefore they should 
not be entitled to the benefits of city life 
unless they pay liberally for them. The 
other members of the special committee 
agreed that a larger rate should be 
charged and decided that a triple rate 
Was about right. 

The same committee also decided it 
would be best to cut off a number of free 
water services and will so recommend to 
council. One of the institutions thus af- 
fected will be the Attanta’ Athletic Club, 
which, according to estimate, used about 
$200 worth of water last year. When coun- 
cil met last Monday a large delegation of 
club members, headed by President Bur- 
ton Smith, was in the chamber with a 
view of asking that their club be not de- 
nied the service which ic had hitherto 
enjoyed. It is expected that a similar 
delegation will attend the meeting this 
afternoon. 

Many Matters Scheduled. 

Council adjourned Monday out of fre- 
spect for the memory of Colonel William 
A. Hemphill, former mayor and member 
of council, who died Sunday night. Ade 
journment was taken until today, when 
all the matters scneduled for the regular 
meeting will be considered. The alder- 
manic board is to meet immediately after 
the council session. In the event, how- 
ever, that council] remains in session un- 
til late in the evening, it is probabie 
that action will be taken looking to a 
called meeting of the aldermanic board 
for the following day. 

At today's meeting the proposed ordi- 
nance by Councilman Glass providing that 
“green hide’ stores cannot be operated 
within the city limits will also be read 
and referred to the ordinance commit- 
tee. Several of the committees nave neld 
meetings during the past two weeks, and 
reports will be submitted Dy all of them. 

The special committee, of which Coun- 
cilman Malvern Hill is chairman, apn- 
pointed Monday to draft suitable resolu- 
tions touching the death of Coalonel 
Hemphill is expected to meet this morn- 
ing for the purpose of preparing the re- 
port, wihch will go to council this after- 
noon. :

IWILL CASE HAS 


BEEN CONCLUDED 


Decision as to Serena Murphy‘s Will 
To Be Made Today. 


NO ARGUMENT WAS MADE 


Briefs Will Be Submitted by the At- 
torneys on Both Sides — The 
Caveators Produced Inter- 
esting Testimony Yes- 
terday. 


Hearing in the Serena Murphy will case 
was concluded in the court of ordinary 
before Judge Wilkinson yesterday. At 
the conclusion of the evidence, the case 
was submitted without argument by the 
attorneys for both sides. Judge Wilkin 
son requested Attorneys James L. Key 
and Claude C. Smith, for Amelia Mur- 
phy, and Attorneys R. J. Jordan and H. 
L. Johnson, for the caveators, to submit 
briefs on each side of the case, and his 
decision will not be handed down till 
these have been gone over. 

The first witness for the caveators was 
Ben Glass, colored, son in law of Amelia 
Murphy, and whose wife had been left 
$200 by her grandmother in the will. He 
testified that he was present when the 
will was signed by Serena. Murphy, and 
that she was so old and feeble at that 
time she had to be assisted and held up 
in bed while she was signing the will, 
and that she did not comprehend what 
she was doing, nor did she understand 
the meaning of the will when it was read 
to her. 

When Ben was cross-examined he ad- 
mitted that he had been promised $200 
by the vther heirs in the event that the 


will was broken. 

J. L. Sims, of East Point, was the next 
witness, who testified that he was guar- 
dian for Serena Murphy, and that soon 
after he was appointed guardian he had 
a will drawn, in which Amelia Murphy 
was given most of the property, and 
Serena Murphy executed this will. He 
said that he had no idea the will which 
he drew would stand. Upon cross-ex- 
amination he said that he was executor 
in the will which he had drawn, and ad- 
mitted that he was very much interest- 
ed in the outcome of the trial, and that 
he had attorneys in the court room at 
that time who were rendering assistance 
to the caveators. 

‘He said that there was on file in the 
ordinary’s office an application for his 
appointment as administrator. He said 
that he drew the will, which he did pure- 
ly as a bluff. Mr. Key. asked him if it 
was not probable that he was then try- 
ing to bluff. He said also that he had 
offered to sell an acre of land in Hape- 
ville to Amelia Murphy for the sum of 
$1,000, and said that Amelia had appear- 
ed incensed at. him: 

H. L. Johnson, the colored attorney, 
next testified that about eight months 
ago Amelia Murphy was brought to his 
office by a negro preacher named Alston, 
and that. Amelia said she wanted Mr. 
Sims removed as guardian. Later John- 
son said he got all the heirs together 
in his office, except one, and that he 
drew up another Will. The will which he 
drew was very much the samesas the will 
drawn by Mr. Sims. He said he did not 
remember the names of the witnesses of 
this will, but thought that the negro 
preacher (Alston) was named as ex- 
ecutor. He said that he had no idea the 
will would stand, and that he so told 
the heirs, but they agreed to the will. 
The heirs seemed to think that Bill 
Murphy was the favorite of Serena. 
Johnson said he had visited Serena sev- 
eral times, and that he was certain she 
was too old and feeble to have any busi- 
ness capacity. 

The attorneys for the caveators next 
introduced the ptoceedings of the court 
of ordirary, wherein Serena Murphy -had 
at one time heen declared an imbecile. 

The case was then submitted without 
argument, and the court requested both 
sides to file briefs, 

Judge Wilkinson will probably render 
his decision today as to whether or not 
the will offered shall be probated in 
solemn form.

CLEARER WATER 


Water Board Takes Active Steps Loek- 
Ing te Immediate Relief. 


ASSIGNS ‘MAN TO FILTERS 


Foreman of Construction Department 
Will See That They Are Kept 
Perfectly Clean—Recently 
the Water from Mains 
Has Been Muddy. 


At a meeting of the water board yes- 
terday it was announced that immediate 
and active steps would be taken to have 
the filters at the Hemphill pumping sta- 
tion kept in such condition as to insure 
clearer water in the city.

Ployed to do nothing else but keep the 
filters clean. Mr. Rapp was pressed jnto 
service last week and after he had 


| worked with the filters the water from 


the station was very much clearer than 
it had been for some time. 

Several members of the board said they 
felt confident the filters had not been 
attended to properly and that this fact 
had been the cause of much of the dis- 
colored water which had been diffused 
throughout the city mains. Superintend- 
ent Woodward was, therefore, authorized 
to asign Mr. Rapp to filter duty as long 
as it was considered necessary. 

Secretary Wilkinson, of the E. Van 
Winkle gin and machine works, ap- 
peared before the board to ask that a 
pipe line be laid to the plant to give 
fire protection. He also appeared in be- 
half of the Brady union stock yards, 
which are located ._ near the machine 
works. He explained that his company 
was perfectly willing to’ pay for the 
pipe and would readily agree to pay 
some reasonable sum for the pr@ection 
afforded by the system. Upon motion 
of Commissioner Peters it was agreed 
to grant the request after a proper con- 
tract had been drawn and signed. 

Only routine business was transacted 
during the remainder of the meeting, 
which was a short one.
